Bill Introduced 


Lansing Prepared to Treat With 


Mexico Over Request of Carran- 
za For Withdrawal of Punitive 
Expedition—Troops Said to Be 
In Possession Of Parral. 


WASHINGTON, APRIL 14.—Secretary of State Lansing announced late 


(his afternoon that he is prepared to "treat" with the Mexican ambassador 
over the withdrawal of American troops from Mexico, as Carranza requested, 
but he said he (did not know what line this would take. 


Officials said Secretary Lansing could not well refuse,- as a matter of 


diplomatic courtesy, to accept Carranza's request to discuss the subject, in- 
asmuch as the Carranza government is a friendly power. 


In such conferences Lansing would be in a position either to decline or 


. accept any withdrawal proposals. 


The secretary said he "supposed" the Villa pursuit will continue. He 


expressed himself as sorry if there had been any misunderstanding over the 
reciprocal agreement upon which American troops crossed the border. 


As for Carranza'8 claim that Lansing had promised that the American 


troops would not march further south than they were ou March 23, the 
secretary said he did not recall having made any such statement. Lansing 
said the Mexican •.authorities had been "more or less co-operating with the 
United States forces." 


American troops will remain in Mexico—for the present at least. 
The cabinet today determined upon no change "of poJicy toward the 


Mexican situation.

Estimates of the number of Mexicans killed at Parral, where citizens 


and Carranza soldiers attacked 150 American troops Wednesday, range from 
a few to 100, consular reports to the state department declared today. The 
best obtainable information was that only one American was killed and sev- 
eral wounded. 


STONE SAYS WITHDRAWAL OR INTERVENTION 


The consular reports come from El Paso and were based on statements 


from travelers. Tb.e«*e travelers related that the Americans had clashed 
with the Mexican inhabitants and had then withdrawn outside the city. The 
reports did not show the battle had been renewed at night, as the Carranza 
embassy advices indicated yesterday afternoon. 


Withdrawal or intervention in Mexico.are the only two courses left to 


the -United States, Senator Stone, chairman of- the senate foreign relations 
committee, said today, after returning from a conference with Secretary of 
State Lanelng. 


Stone said he believes the punitive expedition has accomplished all it 


can and Carraoza's rights should be recognized. 


"How long are we going to keep our army in Mexico?" Stone was asked. 
"How long would we allow a foreign country to maintain an army in 


America?" 
Stone replied. "Not very long, I would say. 1 have never thot 


and do not think now that we can accomplish the real purpose of our mission 
—the capture of Villa. I have always thot that we would have to withdraw 
without having captured him. 


"The question now is whether we have accomplished all that we can do. 


I believe we have. Only two ways are left open—withdrawal or intervention. 
I can see no other way out of it.

into the country.

INSECT POISONS YOUR FOOD 


The Journal of thc Ameiicau 


Association 
_ devotes four 


pages to un .address read by Dr. 
Thomua P, Keilly; professor of ap- 
plied therapeutics, Fordham Uni- 
versity College of Medicine, before 
the. Harlem Medical association. 
Space is lacking here for even a 
summary of this address, but a few 
points inade by Dr- 1 tolly ought 
generally to be 'known. 


So long as there is life left in Ihe 


body in typhoid fever and cholera 
no doctor can predict 11 fatal end- 
ing. 


In acute diseases a pulse that 


steadily increases in frequency hour 
by hour generally means early deal h, 
if other signs of serious jllncss aie 
present, in an adult. 


Other almost sure indication4! of 


approaching death are refusal of 
the pupils to react to light, glazed 
pupils, temperature of 108 F. (ei- 
cept in heat stroke) and of JOT last- 
ing more than two hours; persistent 
and uncontrollable hiccups in any 
serious illness, the loss of more than 
half the body weight, gritting of 
the teeth in the course of fe\er in 
adult?. 


There are other signs which Dr. 


Reilly classes as folklore, but sa>» 
are generally true.

arc (ense and shiny forehead, desire 
of a patient to go home or go to 
green fields, constant changing of 
position in bed, picking at the bed- 
clothes (except in typhoid) and 
coldness of the feet and knees.
